FACING DEFICIT IN 
ALBERTA THIS YEAR 


Edmonton, Nov. 22.—In an_ inter- 
view yesterday R. G. Reid, provincial 
treasurer, stated that the government 
would be faced with a deficit at the 
end of the year, but that it would be 
impossible to state the amount. 

In reply to the query that the treas- 
ury department should be in a posi- 
tion to state approximately what the 
deficit would be, Mr. Reid replied that 
so many factors entered into the ques- 
tion that it was not politic to make 
an announcement at present. The 
taxes payable to the province came in 
far more rapidly at the close of the 
year, and until they have been cleared 
no pronouncement of any real signifi- 
cance can be made,

EUROPEANS WILL 
COME TO CANADA 


London, Nov. 25.—So great is the 
interest in the display of the Cana- 
dian National Railways in the com- 
pany’s office in Rotterdam in connec- 
tion with the campaign to obtain emi- 
grants for Canada, that the police of 
Rotterdam are complaining of the con- 
gestion of foot traffic in the vicinity 
of the office. The railway and emi- 
gration offices in Rotterdam were only 
opened two weeks ago. 

W. J. Black, director of coloniza- 
tion for the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, who has returned to London 
from a tour of Europe, reports that 
the prospects of securing suitable 
types of settlers never were better 
than at present. The government of 
Holland he says, has recommended 
the translation of the Canadian pam- 
phlets on immigration into the Dutch 
language. 

In Hungary, where many districts 
are settled on lines similar to the Men- 
nonite settlements in Western Canada 
the inhabitants are’ keenly interested 
in Canadian migration, Mr. Black 
says, and it is probable, that as large 
a quota of emigrants will offer as 
Canada will be able to absorb.

The candidates who are aspiring for 
office are also invited to address the 
burgesses and to announce and ex- 
plain any platforms they desire to 
haye adopted by the citizens. 

For several years the annual meet- 
ing of Wetaskiwin has proven to be 
very interesting and _ profitable to 
many who do not follow the affairs 
of the city very closely. Let there 
be a large attendance on Wednesday 
evening, as His Worship Mayor Mont- 
gomery and the aldermen have a good 
report to submit on the year’s opera- 
tions, 


Nominations Take 
Place on Monday 


As intimated last week, the nomin- 
ations to fill the several vacancies on 
the council and school boards, take 
place on Monday next, between the 
hours of ten and twelve o'clock. 

Up to the present civic affairs have 
been quiet in the city, and there may 
not be an election. It is now almost 


‘a certainty that Mayor Montgomery 


will be re-elected for a fourth term 
by acclamation. 

This year Ald. Brown, Chandler and 
Gothard retire automatically from the 
aldermanic board. Ald. Chandler may 
not be a candidate for re-election, 
but it is understood that the other 
retiring members will stand for an- 
other term. Friends of Mr. Scott 
Farnham and Mr. James Scott are urg- 
ing these men to come out for alder- 
manic honors, but insofar as we can 
find out they have not yet given their 
consent, 

It is now expected that Trustees 
MacEachern, McMurdo and M¢Col- 
gan will be candidates for re-election 
for the public school board. There 


- is rumor of a “dark horse” looming up 


on nomination day, and if there is, 
there will likely be an election for 
the school board. 

At the end of the year, Trustees 
Baxter, Oakes and Turner retire from 
the board of the Sacred Heart sep- 
arate school board, but there has not 
been an election to fill the vacancies 
on this board for several years, and 
it is not likely there will be a contest 
this year. 

The time before nomination day is 
now very short, and if there i& to be 
an election, no time must be lost in 
getting the candidates into the field.

Who Pays? 


The historic town of Old Battle- 
ford is undergoing an experience that 
may be profitable to a good many oth- 
er western communities. The resi- 
dents of that town shared with those 
of other western centres the ambition 
to build up a great city. To that end 
they borrowed and spent in advance 
of the requirements of the time. Now 
they find themselves saddled with a 
debt of $700,000, with payments ag- 
gregating $300,000 in arrears. The 
bondholders have secured judgment 
against the town and if it is carried 
into execution the taxpayers will be 
billed with taxes at the rate of 640 
mills, or nearly three-quarters the as- 
sessed value of their property. 

Should that be done the result is 
plain enough, everyone who bought 
property in the town would lose it. 
The one sane thing for the property- 
owner to do would be to tell the bond- 
holders to take the proprty—and get 
out if he could do so. The govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan fs intervening 
in the hope of saving the town from 
extinction. People throughout the 
west generally will hope that the ef- 
fort may be successful, alike for the 


sake of the people who are threaten- 
ed with ruin, and because of the sen- 
timent which must always attach to 
one of the points where the incoming 
whites drove stakes far back in the 
beginning of things. 

But the moral of the incident should 
not be lost. Battleford people have 
now no sort of misunderstanding 
about who it is, that is ultimately re- 
sponsible for the debts of a commun- 
ity. They know without any involved 
process of reasoning, who has to pay 
when the boom collapses, and who 
has to go into bankruptcy if the pay- 
ing cannot be done. It would have 
been a good thing for Battleford and 
its people if years ago those who 
had staked money in the place had 
formed themselves in a Property Own- 
ers’ Association and had consistently 
insisted that for every dollar mort- 
gage placed upon their homes there 
must be a dollar’s worth of return 
value actually in sight—Bulletin. 


Western Business Has 
|Balance on Right Side. 


During the past two months there 
has been a marked improvement in 
business. The buying power of the 
agricultural communities will be 
greater than it has been for several 
years. Throughout the west there is 
a feeling that business is on the up- 
grade, and as a result of this factories 
will operate with more confidence and 
retailers will feel justified in stocking 
a liberal amount of goods, while al- 
ways exercising care not to over- 
stock, Retail business should feel the 
benefit of both improved business 
sentiment and the increased buying 
power of a big portion of the people. 

This year wheat has advanced 
more than fifty per cent over 1923 
prices. Coupled with the lower har. 
vesting costs the farmers of the west 
have infinitely more money. It is 
conservatively estimated that the 
West will have $175,000,000 more than 
last year, Bankers report that many 
of the men who have produced this 
wealth have already met all their 
paper, are now entirely out of debt 
and with good bank accounts to face 
another season. Giving the exper- 
fence of leading bankers and financial 
men who have recently canvassed 
the West, a Montreal financial paper 
declares that “the west has got its 
business to a point where the balance 
is on the right side of the ledger.”— 
Commercial Review. 


What Can 
I Do? 


Western Canada is entering upon 
a new era of prosperity. A change 
for the better for individuals in all 
walks of life is seen on every hand. 
The prospective improvement will be 
reflected in the private and business 
life of all concerned. Business men 
from Eastern Canada who in recent 
years have advanced capital for the 
development of western industry, 
whether it be agricultural or other- 
wise; rural or urban, view the general 
situation with great satisfaction. 
Western business, though somewhat 
more backward in showing optimism 
over the changing conditions, are also 
looking on the improved situation with 
a more cheerful view. The prosperity 
of the country as a whole depends to 
a greater or lesser extent upon each 
and every individual—each and every 
one of us can aid in advancing the 
more prosperous future that is fore- 
cast. 

One reason cited by the eastern 
business men and bankers for advanc- 
ing the statement that the general 
business situation in the west is im- 
proving, is that the old outstanding 
obligations are being liquidated. In 
recent years business in the West has 
been greatly handicapped by the fact 
that merchants both retail and whole- 
sale, have been compelled to carry a 
great many of their customers on ex- 
tended credit. This has meant the 
tie up of a vast amount of capital in 
book debts and has been detrimental 
to the further development of the 
country, This condition was not the 
making of any one person or group of 
persons, but the result of general 
crop conditions, high cost of produc- 
tion, and low return. 

During the last two years this has 
been altered to a considerable extent. 
Last year the West was blessed with 
a bumper crop. This year the crop 
was not so large, but the price was 
better and the cost of production was 
lower. Between the two years the 


return has been sufficient to enable , 


the ultimate consumer to liquidate 
some of his outstanding obligations 
as. well as to keep pace with his im- 
mediate requirements. 

The liquidating of these old debts 
has had a far reaching effect and in 
fact works around into a circle. The 
farmer who sells his crop and is able 
to settle a debt that has been out- 
standing for several years has done 
j his share towards creating better con- 
ditions. The payment may have been 
hearts to the local storekeeper, ma- 
j chinery man or lumber man. A _ por- 
_tion of that money stays in the com- 
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munity in which the debt was con- 
tracted and later paid. The merchant 
who received the payment was placed 
in the position of being able to pay 
his wholesaler, who in turn passed 
‘the money on into various other chan- 
nels, enabling individuals in the em- 
ploy of other industries to purchase 
more of the produce of the farms. 
So when the farmer gets his money 
for his grain and pays off his local 
merchant he is starting an endless 
chain in motion that reaches round 
the whole country, So it is quite ap- 
parent that the prosperity that is 
in view for Western Canada can only 
become an accomplished fact through 
the realization that for all to share 
in this prosperity each and every one 
must do his share to promote it. 


A local merchant informed us that 
on November 8th, $1,300.00 was sent 
away from Red Deer to mail order 
houses. A great part of that sum was 
sent by people getting wages from 
Red Deer business men. It is a dis- 
grace; but what can be done about it? 
The governments, both provincial and 
federal, favor the mail order house 
at the expense of the small country 
merchant. The municipal govern- 
ments have no say in the matter. The 
mail order house demands cash in ad- 
vance and does not allow inspection 
of the goods except under difficulty. 
—Red Deer News. 


That the Central Alberta Farmers’ 
Cooperative Marketing association, 
with headquarters at Red Deer, is do- 
ing its share of business in handling 
agricultural products in the district 
is evident from a review of its trans- 
actions during the past season. In 
that time a total turnover of some 
$351,000 worth of farm products was 
handled for the members of the asso- 
ciation, and from the growth made 
during the first part of the present 
year, it is estimated that the volume 
of business handled this year will run 
close to $1,000,000.

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| CHANGING OF 
SEED GRAIN 


A common question asked by farm- 
ers is “Does it Pay to Change Seed?” 
The inference here is that where the 
same seed has been used on the same 
farm for a few years, it may deterior- 
ate In its abflity to produce a profit- 
able crop.- It is also a common be- 
lief that one operating a farm char- 
acterized by relatively light soil 
should change his seed frequently, 
from a crop which has been produced 
on soil of a heavier quality and vice 
versa, Some authorities have scoff- 
ed at the idea that a change of seed 
is ever necessary. They argue that 
seed grown year after year in a dis- 
trict must of necessity become acclim- 
atized and better adapted to the soil 
conditions: of that district. It is safe 
to say that many farmers have follow- 
ed this advice to their financial loss. 
Investigation and observation have 
revealed the fact that it is mot possi- 
ble to lay down any definite rule as 
to when seed should be changed. It 
is obvious that certain circumstances 
may arise to make the change of seed 
appear imperative, even to the casual 
cbseiver, For instance, a crop may

moisture or by some condition which 
has forced premature ‘ripening, as to 
cause the resulting grain to be very 
Nght and poor. Under such circum- 
stances, it would, of course, be folly 
to think of using this grain for seed. 
This however, is an extreme case. 


The problem to determine is wheth- 
er, under normal circumstances, one 
may expect a larger crop. from the 
use of seed grown elsewhere than on 
the farm on which it is intended to 
be used. Without going into detail, 
one may safely follow the rule to 
change seed only when seed may be 
obtained which possesses a higher de- 
gree of development and vigor than 
the home grown. This is assuming 
that the home grown seed belongs to 
a suitable variety for the district and 
is free from noxious impurities. If 
the latter provisions are not complied 
with, the seed, of course, should not 
be used under any circumstances. 


Farmers who contemplate changing 
their seed and whose seed is reason- 
ebly good, at present, would be well 
advised to procure some first class 
registered seed through the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association at Ottawa 
and test this in comparison with 


WATCH THE ASH PAN 


Ashes allowed to accumulate in the 
fire box of a stove will cause the lin- 
ing to burn out. Ashes will also inter- 
fere with the heating of the rest of 
the stove. To lengthen the life of 
a stove keep the ash pan empty. 
When a full pan of ashes becomes 
hot, it will keep the grate of the stove 
so hot that it will warp and burn ont. 
and sometimes cause the oven to 
warp. When a housewife tries to 
build a fresh fire in a stove with a 
full ash pan, she will have to take 
twice as long before she gets her 
stove heated satisfactorily. It is also 
a waste of good fuel.

JAPAN REFUSES TO 
SIGN AGREEMENT 


Geneva, Nov. 16.—The international 
Conference for the Supression of 
Opium Smoking in the Far East vir- 
tually collapsed today when the Jap- 
anese delegation announced that it 
could not sign the proposed agree- 
ment because of the discrimination 
against Japan in connection with the 
Japanese importation of opium. 

Not since the Corfu dispute between 
Italy and Greece has the palace of 
the League of Nations been the scene 
of such tense incidents as marked to- 
day's morning session of the opium 
conference, the object of which was 
to arrange for not alone the suppres- 
sion of opium smoking in the Far 
Fast, but the curbing of excessive 
opium production in China, 

In consequence of charges by the 
British delegates 
impossibility to secure satisfaction 
concerning Japan’s freedom to pur- 
chase opium abroad, the Japanese 
delegation practically bolted the con- 
ference. 

The conference ended tonight hav- 
ing accomplished neither of the ob- 
jects for which it was convoked. It 
failed to form any estimate of the 
amount required for smoking pur- 
poses or any estimate of the date 
when the importation of opium for 
smoking could be brought to an end, 
and it took no measures to curb the 
illicit production of opium in China.

BUYING POWER OF 
WEST IS GREATER 
BY 175 MILLIONS 


The Canadian prairies are at last 
getting their business to a point where 
the balance is on the right side of 
the ledger, according to various bank- 
ers and financial men who have been 
on the Pacific coast recently, says 
an eastern financial paper. After 
three years of depression and heavy 
loads to carry, the Canadian farmer 
is beginning to see daylight. 

Last year there was a good crop but 
it had been planted and harvested 
with high-priced labor, material and 
machinery; but this year, while the 
fields have produced only about two- 
thirds of the yolume of wheat, as that 
of 1923, the planting and harvesting 
were done in many instances for 20 
cents a bushel less than last year. 
In many districts the farmers’ profits 
last year were estimated at 20 cents 
a bushel. This year there has been 
an advance of more than 650 cents a 
bushel in the price of wheat, so that 
the farmer is not only making this 
50 cents, but he is getting last year’s 
profit of 20 cents, and the 20 cents 
a bushel saved on production costs, 
making «a total profit of more than 
90 cents a bushel on his crop this 
year, 

A profit of 20 cents a bushel on 4380, 
000,000 bushels of grain produced last 
year meant to the farming community 
of the prairies about $86,000,00 of a 
buying power; but this year with 
only 290,000,000 bushels at a profit of 
90 cents a bushel, will give the farm- 
erg in the aggregate approximately 
$261,000,000, or $175,000,000 more than 
last year.

Exceptionally Bright 


Prospects for the Alberta livestock 
trade are first class, and conditions 
in the industry generally are at pres- 
ent fairly satisfactory, according to 
Hl. P. Kennedy, well known livestock 
operator of Toronto, who was in Ed- 
monton the first part of the week. Mr. 
Kennedy qualifies this, however, by 
pointing out that it applies only to 
strictly finished cattle, and it is for 
that grade of stock that he is particu- 
larly optimistic for the coming sea- 
son’s business, 

The Toronto dealer has come to 
Edmonton to inspect some 2,600 head 
of cattle that his company is feeding 
‘here adjacent to the stock yard pre- 
mises, An experiment was made last 


Outlook For Strictly 


were so good that a substantial 
crease was made, five times as many 
animals undergoing the finishing pro- 
cess during the coming winter. The 
Kennedy Co. believes that Edmon- 
ton has natural advantages that make 
jit the best and logical place for this 
jof work, 

“We have had several orders in the 
last few weeks,” Mr. Kennedy says. 
“for strictly choice steers weighing 
from 1300 to 1500 pounds for shipment 
to Great Britain and Belgium. We 
have also had a large number of or- 
{ders for short-keep feeders for ship- 
|ment to Ontario and Pennsylvania far- 
| mers and to Great Britain. The price 
being paid in Edmonton for the best 
|steers is 446 to 5 cents per pound, and 
{this makes it possible for stock to 
come in from outside points on a pro 
jfitable basis. We have had shipments 
into Edmonton from as far east as 
| Saskatoon, and from Calgary, 
bridge and Medicine Hat.” 

The shortage of the corn supply in 
ithe United States with high priées 
{prevailing in Canada and elsewhere 
for No. 1 grain, will have a conside 
able effect on the industry here, Mr. 
) Kennedy thinks. As a natural result 
of these conditions, not as much feed- 
ing is being done by big feeders in 
the States or by Canadian farmers as 
la year ago. : 

. “We believe the outlook for strictly 
finished cattle, to go on the market 
next April, May and June, is excep- 
jtionally bright,” said Mr. Kennedy. 
;“Iven with the grain prices higher, 
Alberta farmers will be making a 
mistake if they market their unfin- 
ished cattle now. It would be much 
better business for them to take their 
cattle back, finish them up through 
the winter, and sell next spring. That 
is the plan we are following ourselves

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CARE OF COLTS 


‘The condition of the horse market 
during the past number of years has 
been rather discouraging to horse 
breeders; consequently fewer mares 
have been bred, with the resultant 
decrease in the annual colt crop. 
Young horses, and especially colts, 
are scarce, and this condition is noted 
all over the Dominion. But the past 
year has seen an improvement in the 
market, 

‘It is important in the raising of 
good quality horses that farmers and 
breeders pay the utmost attention to 
ithe present foal crop. Generally 
‘speaking, on the average farm, colts 
as a rule take pot luck. Growth and 
jdevelopment during the first two 
tyears of a colt’s life means the dif- 
jference. between success and failure. 
‘It is, therefore, important, after wean- 
ing, to see that the colts get a fair 
chance in life. They should have 
the right kind of feed to promote max: 
imum growth. Alfalfa hay {is consid- 
ered one of the best roughages for 
young colts. Western rye grass and 
itimothy are excellent, and good oat 
straw will be found valuable if other 
forages are not available. In addition 
‘to the above, the youngsters should 
jhave a liberal ration of bruised or 
‘rolled oats. Bran is not necessary 

when alfalfa hay is being fed. How- 
fever, it should be included in the va- 
tion when western rye grass, timothy 
‘or oat straw are used. 

i Keep the colts growing, thrifty and 
not excessively fat. Provide a roomy 
box stall, with plenty of ventilation. 

Keep the manure cleaned away every 
,day; too often the feet are spoiled 
‘by excessive accumulation of heat: 
ing manure in the stalls. Handle the 
colts quietly and learn to lead; this
